Re- 
garding the matter of war, there are 
certain definite eovenanto into w-hiV 
the nationa of the League enter, the 
first of wfaisll is ttis: If two aationF 
have differences whidi might ordin- 
arily lead to war, they are under 
covenant, instead of going to war, to 
submit their case <to a committee of 
axUtntfoB, adalEted by flie two b 
tions, independently of the league. If 
a decision is rendered by this com 
mittee on arbitration the nations in- 
volved most abide by that dedsiim. 
However, from liw bectontag tfie two 
nations may waive tiie privilege of 
arbitration and carry the ease to the 
executive committee of the League, 
this executive conmiittee being per 
aaaaently made up of nine members — 
one eadi for England, Tttatf^ Amori- 
ca, Japan and Itoly, and tOar mem-
